^dn Act, to covftrvi and gh'c effect to an award made 
by Hin Excellency the Viceroy and (Jovernor 
General regarding eerlain mailers in dispute 
between Sarddr Jiiktdma Singh and the Kagrur- 
thhala Stale. 


WiiEitKAS Sarddr Ilikrama Singh, in recog¬ 
nition of his services, rcceiv- 

Prcamhlc. ^1,^. British Govern- 

pnent a grant of land in Oudh forming ])art of the 
Akuna Estate; and that land was, with his oon- 
oent, settled in the name of the Raja of Kapur- 
thhala; 

and whereas the Raja of Kapurthhala took pos¬ 
session of that land, and Sarddr Rikrdma Singh 
was unable to recover possession thereof by pro¬ 
cess of law ; 

and whereas His Highness Rdjd Kurruck Singh 
of Kapurthhala and Sarddr Rikrdma Singh 
agreed that all claims ])refene<l hy Sarddr Bikrama 
Singh to and on account of the said land should 
be referred to Sir Henry Davies, the then Chief 
Commissioner of Oudh, for decision .as arbitrator, ] 
and those claims were referred to Sir Henry 
Davies accordingly j 

and whereas Sir Henry Davies, oh the sixth day 
of January, 1871, delivered the following award, 
hereinafter called the first award (namely) :—

(Country; els<nvhcn> llie fall lias lioon liR’ld, lint, siidicioni fm- prosMil wants, 'llio Indus rivor Inis 
ii^ain fallen liolow its normal level in Sind, and a se.ari'ily of water is fell, in eoii^iMjU 'iife. 'I'lir aioli- 
ont ltaj[)utana and C’eiitral India the weather is ov-nerally fav<eiial>le, hot more rain is tniie'i neeil,-d 
in Marwar where the tanks continue eni]>ty. In ll\<leraliad aEo the tanks ai-i* not yet tjiiite full, hut 
the k/utrif crops are doinef widl. In British Burma the rainfall iiji to date in tlie Aiakaii and Tenas- 
serim divisions is holow that of the previous year, hut so far ajijiears to have lx en sufiicieiit. In the 
Irrawaddy didta it exceeds the averao-o. In parts of Assam and in two divi'^ioiis (d‘ Meiio-al a deti -iimey 
in tlie rainj'all is retiirdiiif^ the rice eri)p, hut. prospects are on the whole satisfactory. Fxcept in Jnli- 
hulporc ami Samhaliiiir, lij^ht rains liave’heeii f^eni'rally jinnalent in tlie Ci-ntral Froviiiee.s <ltiriiin- the 
Week under lY'porf, and the weather eoiitinues (doiuly and seusonahle. I n I he North-Western I'rov- 
inces and Oiidh hot westerly winds are re]iorted from JMeeriit, and rain is iirj^cntly want 'd in that 
district and in Saharanpore. In most otheV districts r.iin averae'ine^ frem one to two inches I'ell 
duriiio' the week. The Fiinjah has been ]u-aelieally rainless, and rain is ur"‘enfly required. 

'riiC stundinjx crojis in Almiras and Mysore, e.xeejit in two ilistriets where the rainfall has heen 
delieient, proniisi* well, and are heine- harvested in some pl.ic.'s. lliee is still heiiif^ transjilanted in 
Bombay. Some danuii^e ha.s resulted from excessive wet in Dharwar, .and locusts are ht'coiiiino' more 
inimerons in the Deccan. A’/ar//'sowinqs have for the most jiart been eom[ilctcd in 11 \ derahad, ('entral 
India, Itajpntana, tlie North-Western I’rovinccs and Oudh, and the Central ProN'iiiees, and the yoiinef 
ea’ops wliieli arc <qcncral!y in e',,od condition arc beinq' weeded. In the Piuijah iiloiiqhiiij^ and sowin*' 
are still qoinq' on. 

Traiisplantin"' of rice is heinq' ])nshed forward in Assam and Benqal wlierever the wei-tlier is 
favourable ; and harvestiiiq- of early riec and jute has commeiieed. i'loii”'hin;q' is nearly lini-shod in 
Burma, and traiisplaiitiiiq and sowinq- are in proq-vess. 

Cattle-disease and (dudera are qenerally more ]uevalent. 

Brices eoiitiiiue to Ihietuale, and aro risinq in jiarts of the Norlh-AVestorn Brovinees and Bunph.

In tin- Soiilhcrn Mahratta d is1 1 ii-i s of iho Itoinhay 
Prcsidoia-y oontinnod dry woat.hor is hoo^innint^ to withor Iho crops, and rain is nrncntlv wanted •. aloiif' 
tlio weslorii <‘oas1, whci’o Iho f.all has hithortt> la.*cn heavy, the recent li”‘lit rains liavo hof n favonrahle, 
hut clsowhori' in the l’rcsi<hMi(iy mon' rain is wanted. In Sind the lowness of the river is eau.sinj' 
anxiety. Little or no rain has fallen d>irin<j the week in 1 lyd»*rahad, Cent ra! India and Rajpnfana, and 
serious injury to ero]>s is anlieipaled, jiart i<*ulai 1 y in Hajputana, if tile break iMintiimes. 

In Rnrina, Heno'al, and As.sani 1 here has heen siillieient, and in -oine ))laees hea vv, rain and prospeets 
are favonrahle. Dry weather jirevails over flu* Ccnil ral Provinees ; the <Tops are still doiuo- well, hut 
more rain is wanted for tlie riia*. In the casti'rn districts of the North-A\ extern Province s and Oudh 
there has heen o-nod rain, luit el-~c\\heri! the fall has been seanty ; inioatioii Is heino' resorted to in the 
Meerut and Aoj-a districts; and except in Suliaraiipur, crop prisjH'ets are still ^^-ood, J.iolit showers have 
fallen in seviual di-'ti i<ds of the Ponjah, hiit rain is ufoently wanted tliroiiohout that jiios inem 

Iliirvustin;.;' is in judo'ie'ss in .Madras .-ind later klniiij sowiiiLfs and transplantiii”' of i iee in Ihunbay. 
Yonne^ locusts are appi'arin”" in most of the Deeiain distra-'s, and \ i"i)rous niea''ni(\s are heiiii;' taken to 
destroy them. In Ilyderahad, ('eiiflal India, ll.ijputana, liie Central Provinees, and the North-A\'est- 
erii Provinees and Ouilh I'liarif sowings havi* heen eomjileted and the emps are being weed.-d. In the 
Punjab sowing is still going on. 

In Burma jdoughing- is nearly tinished ; sowing alul 1 ran.splanf ing’are in progress, and the young 
crops proniis<> well. J'iarly rice is being’ rea|e l in .Vssam and Bengal and transplanting of late rice is 
going on. Ill ])arts of Bengal transpianlnig operations are ret’irde 1 by excessive ruin, and lu’uvy llocids 
have damaged the crops in parts of ('utta<'l{.

Extract from the proccrdinijs of the Gcrernment of India, Revenue and Agricultural Department^ 
(Meteorology), under date Simla, lOlh Augiint 18S3. 


Read the following :— 

Memorandum of the rlief weather eharacterietica of the month if July 1883 in India. 

Exeei)t in the North-Western and at a fenv Central stations, the rainfall 
of the month shows on the whole comparatively little dej)art\irc from tlio 
average;. 

After tlio disnppeaianeo of the storm noticed in the Juno summary, which 
passed froju tin; Hay of Hengal across India, and during the iiret two days of 
the present month, still lay over the western half of the country, there occur¬ 
red a general rise; of the harom(;ter, a corresponding decrease in the humidity 
of the atmosphc'rc and a cessation of the rainfall over a large tract of country for 
two or three days. On the 6th or Cth, however, rain n'commcnced generally 
and continued for some; t ime. In the eastern half of the North-Western 
Provinces, Assam, Bengal, Burma and the south of the Peninsula, it fell more 
or less on every day until the close of the month, hut over Western and North- 
Western India, the fall ceased about the; 19th, and from that date until the 
end of the month a decided break in the rains occurred, and line weather set 
in. 

On the plains of the Pun jab there were only 11 w’et days, the break in the 
rains, which commenc(;d on tlu; 19th being very decided in this j)rovin(;(‘. In 
consequence, the amount of rain for the month, and, except in the Indus Valley, 
the total since the 1st June, was seA'oral iindu's IjcIow the aA^erage. With 
this cessat ion of nvinfall tin; skies cleared, and the temperature rose, so that, on 
the Punjab ))lains, the mean t(;uipeK\ture of the nine linal days of the month was 
911^ the average juaximum temperature being lOo”, and the average minimum 
81°. 

The weatlier in the western half of the North-Western Provinces was 
similar to that experienced in the J^uiijab, but in the eastern half it was wetter, 
the numlx'r of rainy days being 19. lu the Meerut division, 6 inches less 
than the average amount fell during the month, w'hile at Lucknow 8 inches, 
and at Allahabad l.j inches more than the average; wars registered. 

In Assam, the number of w^et days XA'as 17, the rain being distributed over 
ncai’ly the whole month. Except at Dhubri, the total fall from the 1st Juno 
to the end of July about e(piallod that of an average season, though, during 
July, the amount measured was somewhat delicientat Silchar, and excessive at 
Sibsagar. 

In Lower Bengal and parts of Behar, the rainfall wms several inches above 
the July average ; while in Puriu'ah, Patna and Orissa it w^•ls delicient. The 
average number of w(‘t days was 2(>, and no break in the rains of any conse¬ 
quence occurred within these provinces. 

In the Central Provinces the number of AA^et days was only 18j and the 
fall of rain below the avt'ragt; of the month, except at IvhandAva. I'wo de¬ 
cided breaks occurred over this region, the lirst after the passage of the storm 
in the early part of the mouth, the second* occurring Avith the general break 
after the 26th. Estimated from the begiuning of June, the total amount of rain 
exceeds the UA'crage by about 6 inches. 

Berarhad only 10 AAct days, and no rain fell after the 19th, but the few 
falls prA'Auously experienced had been heavy, and the total amount is 10 inches 
above the normal average. 

In Central India only 15 days AA^ero rainy, and except at Sutna the amount 
of rain tvas below the average. The break in this province occurred after 
the 26th.

13. An attachment of anv funds under 8(!ction (5 of the Act. shall he 
made hy a notice to the Local vVuthnrity prohibiting thi' eolleetion or manage- 
m(!nt of such funds hy lh(!Tx)eal Authority, and vesting the administration 
thereof iu such odieer as tlu' L(x*al Government may appoint. Such notice 
shall he pnhlislu'd in the local oflleial Gazctti!, and oj lii'rw ise, as may he 
directed hy tlu' Loiad Gova'rnm(!nt, within the local limits of tlu' Local Autlior- 
ity. The moiu'ys i‘ollee((!d or ri'ceivi'd under sneh attaehnu'ut shall be ])aid 
to the lender, and tlu' aeeouiits of moneys so colloeted, and of the eo.-^l of eollee¬ 
tion, sh.all be pri'pared in such form as the .Ijoe.al Govermni'id may from 
time to time direct. A copy of the accounts shall he delivered to tlie Ixx'al 
Authority, aud published iu the local oilicial Gazette. 
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No. 2749-—Til cxorniso of tlio power eonferrcd Ly Srction 5 of Ihe Local 
Aulliorities Loan Act, 1S7D, the (jovcnnior Geniwal in Council lias made the fol¬ 
low in lluU'S for the ^rant of loans fo Local Authorities hy the Government:— 

1. 'J’lu'si' rules shall come inlo force on (lie 1st clay of Septemher 1883.

The moneys collected or rc'coived under such attaclimeut shall be paid 
into the (iov(;riim(;ut 'rreasury; and the accounts of mou(;ys so colhvted, and of 
the cost of the collection shall he prepared in such form as tlu* Lcx*al Govern¬ 
ment may fi-om time to time direct. A copy of the Accounts shall he d<;livcrcd 
to the Local Authority, and published in the local ollicial Gazette.

REPORTS ON THE STATE OP THE SEASON AND PROSPECTS OF THE CROPS FOR 

THE WEEK ENDING THE 2l8t AUGUST 1888. 


Grnehal Remarks. —^Thc past wwk lias been marked by a j^radual and favourable eban^o in tho 
weather over Northern India, an easDnly bree/,e haviiif^ taken 1 he platti of llu; liot west winds. In 
Central and Westi'rn India also the latest barometric re:idin<'.s iiidieate a return of the monsoons. 

(rood rain fell duriiifj^ the weidc in most of the di.striets of the Mailra.s Presidcaiey and i\Iysore, 
ijroatly benelitirio; the standinj; crops on nnirrio'ated lands. More rain is still needed in some phaces, 
but on the whole; the crops are in o'ood condition. In the Hombay Presidency moderate showers fell in 
parts of the l)e<;ean and Southern iMahratta Country, but the rainfall is <>euerally insullieient, and the 
crops have suffered much from the drouf^ht. In Sind tin' river remains low, and injury to the k/i<irif\a 
feared. Nearly throe inches of rain are reported from IJy<lorabad, and the crops* are tloinj^ well. In the 
Rerars the rainfall has been slifj^ht; but althou*?!! more rain is needed, the crops have not sullered. Timely 
and beindicial rain, moderate in (piantity but <jenerally sullieient to remove immediate apprehension, has 
fallen in Indore and Neemuch and at Sutna. In most of the (Vntral India States, however, there was 
no rain durinf^ the week uinler report, and ^reat anxiety is felt for the crops, thou<rh later reports are 
somewhat more favourable. In Ilajpntana the condition <!' the crops is daily becomiiuf mon; critical. 
Except for very slig'ht showers, rain continues to hold olT, ami in Serohi half the croj) is reported to be 
irretrievably lost. Scan'it^' of fodder is also ant iciixated. 

From British Burma, Bengal, and Assam tin; reports continue favounible. In Burma the rainfall 
has been less than that of the previous year, but suflieient. More rain is still wanted in llazariba<>-h, 
Lohardiigga and Gya of Bengal, and Caidiati in Assam; elsewhere in tlio.sc jnovim-es the fall has been 
ample and in some places in Bengal heavy. In the Central Provinces the bn-ak has been sueeceded by 
a general fall varying from half an inch to three inches, but more is reipiired. The r>’ee crop has suF- 
ferred etmsiderably, but ))rospeets an- on the whole still go<ul. (.)v(‘r the Xorlh-Westcrn Provinces and 
Oudh tin; rainfall has been light and insudicient, but easterly tviiids and cloudy we.itlier prevail. So 
far there is no immediate ca.uso for anxiety. In the Punjab, Sialkot, Ferozejioie, Rawalpindi, and 
I)('ra Ismail Khan ar<* the only stat ions from which rain is reported, and in the south-eastern districts 
a failure of tin; ^V/ar//'is imminent slnmld dry weather continue. 

Agricidtural operations remain for the most part nnehauged. Harvesting is in progress in 
Miulras. Later X:^er//’sowings continue in parts f>f the Bomliay I’resiileiiey, and preparations for the 
frtAi have commenced in tht* Central Provinces. Ploughing has been nearly eomi)leted in Burma, and 
transjilanting of rice seedlings is well advanced. Marly ric<' and jute are being- harvested in Bengal, 
with a. fair outturn generally, and trans|)ianting of later rice is going- on. 

Locusts are still reported from the Deccan, and excessive rain has injured the raiji eroiis in 
ISIeroara. Floo<ls have also caused some lo.s.s in Diirbhunga, C'hamparun, and other distuicts of 
Bengal. 

Cattle-disease of .a mild type is generally prevalent, and a scarcity of fodder is beginning to be felt 
in parts of the North-Western I’rovinces, Punjab, ami Rajpntana. 

Cholera has abated, but fever is on the incrcti.se in several provinces.

April 1st, 1875 ; and with his despatoh ho commuuieutod General llaimyngton’s report 
and a criticism of it by Mr. W. Sutton, the same Actuary who made for the 
Mnnngers tho valuations of 1878. The measure of benefits which ho estimated that 
Ihe Fuiid^ on the conditions allowed by himstdf, could afford, and which he offered for 
tho fnluro to grant from it, was tho unextended scale of the period before 1878, 
plus twenty-two hiklis worth (that is, two-thirds or three quarters) of tho extensions 
made by tho Fund with tdVectfrom 1878. The Managers replied on Afiril .5th, 188‘2, oomparing 
the hard tmuns which the Secretary of State desired to impose on tho Bengal Fund with 
the great lihiTiility shown to Madras and Romhay, and claiming a concession in some 
remote degree Hpi>roaching to that made to tho last two Funds in accepting their .s'5//«.v 
ijiio up to 187-5. 'I'he Secretary of State answers in a desjiateh No. 12,dated ffthNovernber 1882 
(of which wo have rei-eivisl a few ])uragraph8 only) in which ho admits that Bengal has received 
less assistance than Madras or Bombay, hut denies any claim on our jiart to obtain equal 
levins now. lie, however, so far advances tho terms he offers as to cousoiit not only 
to twenty-two lakhs worth, hut to tho whole of tlie extensions of benefits wo made in 188(> 
(except Aimuitaiit’s “ ordinary ” subscriptions); but he considers that in doing so ho is offering 
to take over a defieit of nine lakhs of rupi'es. 

The Managers attach eopy of that part of tne despatch last quoted which tliey have 
receiveil from the Government of India and also cojiy of the reply which they made to tho 
Government upon tho 20tli March last. 

Meantime Mr. Westland undertook a cntienl examination* of the valuations upon 
which the Secretary of State’s case was based, and tho conclusion he roaches is that the Fund 
is ill a bolter po.sition than tho Secretary of State assumes, and that .so far from there 
being a deficit of nine lakhs of. rupees tho assets of 'the Fuud “ even uuder tho ooudi- 
t ions imposed by the Secretary of State are quite equal to mooting all its liabilities, and it 
is upon this basis alone that any negotiations for its transler to Government should bo 
entered upon.” Tho Managers have tlie matter still uuder eonsiderution.

Strictly speaking, the proviso which it was proposed to amoiid limited Die power of the 
Managers to Iho coiifhinnncr of the whole or a part of pension wJiich an incumbent had drawn 
before he rc.iehod his majority. The rule, therefore, as it at juosent stood, diil not allow 
the increase of the pension from £100 to £150, if the son became motherless after he was 
21 years of ago ; whereas the limit would bo £150, if the son had become motherless before 
attaining 21 years. Moreover, the practice of the Managers was to grant these pensions 
for a limited time only, so that the grant came up for reconsideration after the expiry of 
short periods. The Managers considered tliis practice a desirable one, on many grounds, and 
considered it advisable that the wording of tho rule should more clearly cover it. 

Proposed by the Hoii’Ole W. F. Me DoneU, seconded by Mr. Westland, and carried 
unanimously— 

That the amendment to Article XXIX of tho ruins be confirmed, subject to tho necessary 
sanction of the service. 

The Chainnun then read to tho mooting paragraph 7 of tho Managers’ report, on which 
considerable discussion took ])laco, and it was ultimately proposed by Mr. Charles, seconded 
by Mr. Wilk ins, and carried unanimously— 

“That tho Managers bo desired to take into early consideration tho propriety of 
relieving annuitants of all their subscriptions according to pledges previously given by 
subscribers.”
